ARMY IN IHE SOUTH. 


Being Assembled For Occupa­ 
tion of Porto Rico and Cuba. 


THANKS FROM THE SIOK 


C olu m b us, Sept. 17.--Brigadier Gen­ 
eral J. T. Haskell, U. S. A., dropped 
dead at the barracks yesterday after­ 
noon. Tho excitement of the day, in­ 
cident to the return of the Seventeenth 
infantry, brought on heart failure. 
Yesterday morning the Seventeenth 
regiment returned home and General 
H askell went to the depot in a carriage 
to welcome his gallant men. He rode 
at the head of the regiment, and the 
cheers of the immense crowds were di­ 
rected almost as mach to him individu­ 
ally as to the regiment. 
At the re­ 
view in g stand the crowd surrounded 
.th e carriage and flowers were fairly 
show ered into the vehicle. 
Although not as strong as formerly, 
General Haskell appeared rugged, and 
his sudden death was a terrible shook. 
About 1:80 p. rn. Captain Clay called at 
General Haskell’s residence to pay his 
respects. They had been ^engaged in 
conversation about five minutes when 
General Haskell suddenly started to his 
feet, clasping his hands to his head, 
then fell to the floor. Mrs. Haskell was 
prostrated by her hnsband’s death. Two 
sons survive him. 
When Colonel Poland was appointed 
Brigadier General at the outbreak of 
the war General Haskell as lieutenant 
colonel assumed command of the Sev­ 
enteenth United States infantry and 
led that regiment in the battle of El 
Caney, in whioh he distinguished him­ 
self for bravery. He led the regiment 
through the succession of barbed wire 
fences that surrounded the blockhouses 
at El Caney until he was shot. First a 
bullit struck his right shoe, grazing his 
heel. 
Then he was shot in the left 
shoulder. Then he received a bullet in 
his knee. General Haskell lay the re­ 
mainder of the day on the firing line, 
such attention being given to his wounds 
as the improvised hospital service pro­ 
vided. For his bravery at El Caney, 
Colonel Haskell was recently promoted 
to brigadier general.

EXPECT WITHDRAWAL 


W a s h in g to n , Sept. 17.—The mili­ 
tary movements are being directed rap­ 
idly toward the assembling of a large 
army in southern stations for winter 
camps and preparatory to the military 
occupation of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
About 70,000 troops are now located in 
the south and orders will be issued 
and others have been issued sending 
more south.

Great satisfaction is expressed 
at the progress being made in Porto 
Rico, and the evacuation is expeotec. 
to occur speedily; but in connection 
with the occupation of Porto Rico the 
same anxiety as to the health of the 
army is felt, nor are there similar diffi­ 
culties in connection with establishing 
the government, Porto Rico becoming 
at once a part of the territory of the 
United States. 
In assembling and organising the 
army for the occupation of Cuba the 
consideration of possible trouble with 
the organized insurgents is not being 
taken into serious account. The Ha­ 
vana dispatches stating that there has 
developed a strong sentiment in favor 
of independence and opposition to an­ 
nexation, coupled with hostility toward 
the United States, is read with rather 
an air of amusement by officials of the 
administration, who suggest that it is 
absurd to give as a reason for hostility 
on the part of Cubans toward the United 
States that the Cubans are in favor oi 
entire independence. The purpose of 
the Cubans to establish a stable inde­ 
pendent form of government is strictly 
in accordance with the terms of the 
president’s proclama iou, aud, therefore, 
furnishes no reason for a feeling of 
hostility. 
AU the information in the possession 
of the war department, it is said, indi­ 
cates the most cordial relations and 
harmony of purpose between the Cubans 
and the representative# of this gov­ 
ernment.

cheers of the immense crowds were di­ 
rected almost as mach to him individu­ 
ally as to the regiment. 
At the re­ 
viewing stand the crowd surrounded 
• the carriage and flowers were fairly 
showered into the vehicle. 
Although not as strong as formerly, 
General Haskell appeared ragged, and 
his sudden death was a terrible shook. 
About 1:30 p. rn. Captain Clay called at 
General Haskell’s residence to pay his 
respects. 
They had been ^engaged in 
conversation about five minutes when 
General Haskell suddenly started to his 
feet, clasping his hands to his head, 
then fell to the floor. Mrs. Haskell was 
prostrated by her husband’a death. Two 
sons survive him. 
When Colonel Poland was appointed 
Brigadier General at the outbreak of 
the war General Haskell as lieutenant 
colonel assumed command of the Sev­ 
enteenth United States infantry and 
led that regiment in the battle of El 
Caney, in whioh he distinguished him ­ 
self for bravery. 
He led the regim ent 
through the succession of barbed wire 
fences that surrounded the blockhouses 
at El Caney nntil he was shot. First a 
bullet struck his right shoe, grazing his 
heel. 
Then he was shot in the left 
shoulder. 
Then he received a bullet in 
his knee. General Haskell lay the re­ 
mainder of the day on the firing line, 
such attention beiug given to his wounds 
as the improvised hospital service pro­ 
vided. For his bravery at El Caney, 
Colonel Haskell was recently promoted 
to brigadier general.

Great satisfaction is expressed 
at the progress being made in Porto 
Rico, and the evacuation is expected 
to occur speedily; but in connection 
with the occupation of Porto Rico the 
same anxiety as to the health of the 
army is felt, nor are there similar diffi­ 
culties in connection with establishing 
the government, Porto Rico becoming 
at once a part of the territory of the 
United States. 
In assembling and organising the 
army for the occupation of Cuba the 
consideration of possible trouble with 
the organized insurgents is not being 
taken into serious account. The Ha­ 
vana dispatches stating that there has 
developed a strong sentiment in favor 
of independence and opposition to an­ 
nexation, coupled with hostility toward 
the United States, is read witii rather 
an air of amusement by officials of the 
administration, who suggest that it is 
absurd to give as a reason for hostility 
on the part of Cubans tow ard the United 
States that the Cubans arc in favor ol 
entire independence. The purpose of 
the Cubans to establish a stable inde­ 
pendent form of government is strictly 
in accordance with the terms of the 
president’s proclama iou, aud, therefore, 
furnishes no reason tor a feeling of 
hostility. 
All the information in the possession 
of the war department, it is said, indi­ 
cates the most cordial relations and 
harmony of purpose between the Cubans 
and the representatives of this gov­ 
ernment.

H IS PLAN TO DISARM W O ULD SU B­ 


SER V E RU SSIA’S ENDS. 


An International C onference on Thin Mat­ 
ter W oald N ot 
M aterially Afreet 
the 
U nited State*—Russia’s A bandonm ent of 
C hinese Concession* a Test o f Sincerity. 


Russia's proposal that there shall be 
a general disarmament of European na­ 
tions for the reasons that the mainte­ 
nance of armed forces is becoming a se­ 
rious economic matter and that it does 
not secure the end desired was read the 
other day with much interest in the 
state, war and navy building, Washing­ 
ton. 
Whatever may be the result of the 
conference, should one be held and any­ 
thing substantial eventuate therefrom, 
it is felt that it will not affect the 
United States in an appreciable degree 
or extent. A prominent officer of the 
administration who has had a long ac­ 
quaintance with the international rela­ 
tions of the United States, speaking of 
the report, said: 
“ While the subject of reducing or 
abandoning altogether the armaments 
of the powers of Europe has been dis­ 
cussed from time to time within the 
past half century, this is the first tangi­ 
ble, responsible proposition that has 
been made to the world, and as such, of 
course, will attract wide attention and 
discussion. So far as I know, our gov­ 
ernment has had absolutely no previous 
intimation on the subject, and, judging 
from the comments of the European 
press that have been given to the pub­ 
lic, it is as much of a surprise there as 
here. There is no use or benefit in spec­ 
ulating upon what the conference will 
do; that is too remote and uncertain 
yet.” 
“ What do you think is the origin of 
the proposal?” 
“ In the absence of any information 
on the subject, that question, too, is 
subject only to speculation. But, ven­ 
turing an opinion, I should say that it 
was due to Russia’s fear that complica­ 
tions in the far east are likely to lead 
to that outbreak of hostilities $?hich has 
been looked for ever since the dose of 
the Franco Prussian war and that she 
is not in lit condition to go into that 
conflict. 
Whatever its origin may be, 
you can rest assured that its object is 
for the benefit of Russia.” 
“ According to common report, Rus­ 
sia has for several years been improv­ 
ing her finances. Is she not yet in con­ 
dition to enable her to enter upon a 
war if necessary?” 
“ Nobody outside knows,” the officer 
replied, “ just what the financial con 
dition of Russia is. That information 
is kept scrupulously within the knowl­ 
edge of her own officers. 
“ My belief is that she is burdened 
with a debt hopelessly beyond her pres-

u p by the construction of the Transsi- 
berian railway, not yet completed, and 
other internal improvements. She can­ 
not greatly extend her credit aud is in 
no condition to come into conflict with 
Great Britain on the seas, and there for 
two or three years at least the fight 
must take plaoe. Russia has not yet 
reached the limit of the period when 
she must remain at home. 
‘“ The sincerity of the proposal, which 
seems on the surface to be geuuine, can 
best be judged from Russia’s response 
in the conference to the counter propo­ 
sal that her concession from China to 
build the Siberian railway to Port Ar­ 
thur be abandoned.” 
“ Will the proposal affect the United 
States?” 
“ I do not think so, ” was the answer. 
“ We are not as yet seriously concerned 
regarding the expenditures for the mili­ 
tary and naval establishments of the 
country. Whatever may be the cost of 
the war and of the responsibilities sub­ 
sequent thereto, I am satisfied that in 
ten years from now there will be no 
vestige of it remaining. With the in­ 
stallation of good government in Cuba 
and Porto Rico, such as will naturally 
follow our possession of those islands, 
they will be a source of much revenue 
to the United States. Before the hard 
times set in, and I mean by that prior 
to the beginning of the Ten Years’ war 
in Cuba and of the gross corruption 
and oppression that accompanied and 
follpwed that outbreak, Cuba paid to 
Spain $24, OOO. OOO a year revenue. That 
was in addition to all that was stolen 
in transit and to all that was paid

“ With decent treatment, fair govern­ 
ment and honest dealing Cuba and Por­ 
to Rico ought to be worth $50,000,000 
a year to this country, and there are the 
Philippines, about which I say nothing, 
Tor their future relation to the United 
States has not yet been defined.

NORTH AMERICAN SAINT. 


A Late B ishop of P hiladelp hia May B e 
Canonized. 
The Very Rev. Joseph Wessel of the 
Order of the Redemptorists is on his 
way to Rome with documents intended 
to prove that the virtues and religious 
zeal of the late John Nepomncene Neu­ 
mann, bishop of Philadelphia, make 
him worthy of canonization. 
If the 
good bishop be canonized, he will be 
the only North American saint on the 
calendar. The only American saint is 
St. Rose of Lima, who died in 1617 in 
Pern. 
Bishop Neumann was born in Bohe­ 
mia in 1811. He came to New York in 
1866 aud was ordained a priest by Bish­ 
op Dubois. He did mission work Among 
the Indians, joined the congregation of 
the Most Holy Redeemer (as the Re- 
demptorist order is designated), and in 
1852 was made bishop of Philadelphia. 
He died in 1860. His religions work 
was chiefly among children, and it is 
said he was so antiring in his labors 
that frequently he would not go to bed, 
but slept for awhile in a chair. 
Two years ago the church sanctioned 
an inquiry into the life of Bishop Neu­ 
mann, the first step in the process of 
canonization, which is slow.. Father 
Wessel was then made postulant of the 
cause, and he has examined witnesses 
and laid evidence of Bishop Neumann’s 
sanctity before the court of inquiry, 
which has held its sessions in Philadel­ 
phia. Archbishop Ryan presided over 
the court, which was made up of priests 
known as judges and promoters of the 
faith, who, as the representatives of the 
holy see, were addressed as most illus­ 
trious and most reverend.

This testimony, properly indorsed and 
authenticated, Father Wessel takes to 
Roiqe, where he will lay it before the 
court that has the power to add names 
to the qplendar of saints. It may be 
years before this very deliberate court 
makes its decision concerning Bishop 
Neumann. And before he will be ele­ 
vated to sainthood it will be necessary 
to prove that he worked at least two 
miracles.—New York World. 


AN OLD VETERAN DIES. 


Took P art In Porter** E xpedition and 
F ough t Pirate* W hen Young. 
William H. Ferris, the oldest resi­ 
dent of Westchester oounty, N. Y., died 
at Mount Vernon on a recent morning 
in his ninety-eighth year. 
In his seventeenth year he joined the 
navy and took part in Porter’s expedi­ 
tion to drive pirates oat of the southern 
waters. 
On the night of Jan. I, 1821, his 
ship overhauled off Havana a pirate 
craft carrying plunder valued at $250, - 
OOO. Ferris and ten other men were or­ 
dered to board the ship, and after a 
hard battle, in which Mr. Ferris was 
wounded, the ship and 200 pirates were 
sent to the bottom. 
Mr. Ferris was also on board the 
steamboat Etony, which was blown up 
in New York bay and many passengers 
killed. He was blown into the water 
and saved two women from drowning.

He leaves an estate valued at nearly

“ While the subject of reducing or 
abandoning altogether the armaments 
of the powers of Europe has been dis­ 
cussed from time to time within the 
past half century, this is the first tangi­ 
ble, responsible proposition that has 
been made to the world, and as such, of 
course, will attract wide attention and 
discussion. So far as I know, our gov­ 
ernment has had absolutely no previous 
intimation on the subject, and, judging 
from the comments of the European 
press that have been given to the pub­ 
lic, it is as much of a surprise there as 
here. There is no use or benefit in spec­ 
ulating upon what the conference will 
do; that is too remote and uncertain 
yet.” 
“ What do you think is the origin of 
the proposal?” 
“ In the absence of any information 
on the subject, that question, too, is 
subject only to speculation. But, ven­ 
turing an opinion, I should say that it 
was due to Russia’s fear that complica­ 
tions in the far east are likely to lead 
to that outbreak of hostilities which has 
been looked for ever since the close of 
the Franco Prussian war and that she 
is not in fit condition to go into that 
conflict. 
Whatever its origin may be, 
you can rest assured that its object is 
for the benefit of Russia.” 
“ According to common report, Rus­ 
sia has for several years been improv­ 
ing her finances. Is she not yet in con­ 
dition to enable her to enter upon a 
war if necessary?” 
“ Nobody outside knows,” the officer 
replied, “ just what the financial con 
dition of Russia is. That information 
is kept scrupulously within the knowl­ 
edge of her own officers. 
“ My belief is that she is burdened 
with a debt hopelessly beyond her pres-

“ With decent treatment, fair govern­ 
ment and honest dealing Cuba and Por­ 
to Rico onght to he worth #50,000,000 
u year to this country, and there are the 
Philippines, about which I say nothing,

that matter iH settled and Cuba pacified 
aud tranquilized no proposal affecting 
the energy or force of the military arm 
of the United States will have consid­ 
eration.’’—Washington Cor. New York 
Sun.

NORTH AMERICAN SAINT. 


A Lata Bishop of P hiladelphia May Bo 
Canonized. 
The Very Rev. Joseph Weasel of the 
Order of the Redemptorists is on his 
way to Rome with documents intended 
to prove that the virtues and religious 
zeal of the late John Nepomucene Neu­ 
mann, bishop of Philadelphia, make 
him worthy of canonization. 
If the 
good bishop he canonized, he will be 
the only North American saint on the 
calendar. The only American saint is 
St. Rose of Lima, who died in 1617 in 
Peru. 
Bishop Neumann was bora in Boho* 
mia in 1811. He came to New York in 
1866 aud was ordained a priest by Bish­ 
op Dubois. He did mission work among 
the Indians, joined the congregation of 
the Most Holy Redeemer (as the Re- 
demptorist order is designated), and in 
1852 was made bishop of Philadelphia. 
He died in 1860. His religious work 
was chiefly among children, and it is 
said he was so untiring in his labors 
that frequently he would not go to bed, 
but slept for awhile iu a chair. 
Two years ago the church sanctioned 
an inquiry into the life of Bishop Neu­ 
mann, the first step in the process of 
canonization, which is slow. Father 
Weasel was then made postulant of the 
canso, and he has examined witnesses 
and laid evidence of Bishop Neumann’s 
sanctity before the court of inquiry, 
which has held its sessions in Philadel 
phia. Archbishop Ryan presided over 
the court, which was made up of priests 
known as judges and promoters of the 
faith, who, as the representatives of the 
holy see, were addressed as most illus­ 
trious and most reverend. 
, 
This testimony, properly indorsed and 
authenticated, Father Wessel takes to 
Rorqe, where he will lay it before the 
court that has the power to add names 
to the calendar of saints. It may be 
years before this very deliberate coart 
makes its decision concerning Bishop 
Neumann. And before he will be ele­ 
vated to sainthood it will be necessary 
to prove that he worked at least two 
miracles.—New York World.

“ Will the proposal affect the United 
States?” 
“ I do not think so,” was the answer. 
“ We are not as yet seriously concerned 
regarding the expenditures for the mili­ 
tary and nuvul establishments of the 
country. 
Whatever may be the cost of 
the war and of the responsibilities sub­ 
sequent thereto, I am satisfied that in 
ten years from now there will be no 
vestige of it remaining. With the in­ 
stallation of good government in Cuba 
and Porto Rico, such as will naturally 
follow our possession of those islands, 
they will be a source of much revenue 
to the United States. Before the hard 
times set in, and I mean by that prior 
to the beginning of the Ten Years’ war 
in Cuba and of the gross corruption 
and oppression that accompanied and 
followed tiiat outbreak, Cuba paid to 
Spain #24, OOO, OOO a year revenue.

F ough t Pirates W hen Young. 
William H. Ferris, the oldest resi­ 
dent of Westchester county, N. Y., died 
at Mount Vernon on a recent morning 
in his ninety-eighth year. 
In his seventeenth year he joined the 
navy and took part in Porter’s expedi­ 
tion to drive pirates out of the southern 
waters. 
On the night of Jan. I, 1821, his 
ship overhauled off Havana a pirate 
craft carrying plunder valued at #250, - 
OOO. Ferris and ten other men were or­ 
dered to board the ship, and after a 
hard battle, in which Mr. Ferris was 
wounded, the ship and 200 pirates were 
sent to the bottom. 
Mr. Ferris was also on board the 
steamboat Etony, which was blown up 
in New York bay and many passengers 
killed. He was blown into the water 
and saved two women from drowning. 
Fen is was active in his old age, rising 
every morning at 5 o’clock and walking 
at least five miles befoie breakfast. He 
never wore an overcoat or gloves. 
He leaves an estate valued at nearly 
$500,000.—New York Journal.

The Screw of Archimedo*. 
Archimedes of Syracuse, when he was 
in Egypt, invented a machine for pum p­ 
ing bilge water out of the holds of ships. 
This instrum ent was also used in tin 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo­ 
rus Siculus twice refers to it (i., 34, ~ , 
v., 87, 8). 
A c urious model of such an 
instrum ent, probably of the late Ptole­ 
m aic period, has been found in lower 
Egypt. 
It consists of a terra cotta cyl­ 
inder w ith a screw inside it IO inches 
long aud 4 ’n inches iii diameter. 
Near 
the center or the outside is a baud w ith 
crosspieces. 
These may represent foot­ 
holds and suggest that the machine 
was worked after the manner of the 
treadm ill. 
Such screws were probably 
made of wood. 
No other example of 
this screw seems to have come to light.

T h e Screw of A rc h im e d e s. 
Archimedes of Syracuse, when he was 
in Egypt, invented a machine for pump­ 
ing bilge water out of the holds of ships. 
This instrument was also used in tilt 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo­ 
rus Siculus twice refers to it (i., 84, 'Z , 
v., 87, 3). 
A curious model of such an 
instrument, probably of the late Ptole­ 
maic period, has been found in lower 
Egypt. 
It consists of a terra cotta cyl­ 
inder with a screw inside it IO inches 
long aud 4 'n inches iii diameter. 
Near 
the center or the outside is a band with 
crosspieces. 
These may represent foot­ 
holds and suggest that the machine 
was worked after the manner of the 
treadmill, buch screws were probably 
made of wood. 
No other example of 
this screw seems to have come to light. 
— Ainevican .lournal of Archaeology.

Ll Hung Cfianx Troubled by Dtu- 
plennuve of Ills Government. 
Li Hung Chang, who has been dis­ 
missed from power, was, among other 
things, a member of the tsuug-li-yainen, 
or Chinese foreign office. 
It was re­ 
ported in London on Aug. 15 that the 
British foreign office intended to de­ 
mand that the Chinese government dis­ 
miss him from power, on the ground 
that he was responsible for the recent 
anti-British attitude of the Chinese for­ 
eign office. 
This is not the first time Li Hung 
Chang has beeu dismissed from power 
He fell into disfavor in November, 
1895, because of Japan’s victories in 
the war, and was deprived of his yellow 
jacket and other decorations, as well as 
removed from the office of viceroy of 
the metropolitan province of Chihli 
His disgrace was not of great duration, 
and he 
soon afterward represented 
China at the coronation of the czar of 
Russia, made a tour of Europe and vis­ 
ited the United States while on his way 
back to China. His titles and offices 
were taken from him in 1870 because 
of supposed apathy in suppressing the 
Nienfei rebellion, but they were speedily 
restored by the young Emperor Tung- 
che, who held him in high favor. 
Ad­ 
vancement to greater rank and station 
followed this disgrace. 
His life was believed to be In danger 
at one time during the Taiping rebel­ 
lion, which started in 1851 and lasted 
13 years. He was in command of the 
Chinese forces during the latter part of 
the conflict. His conduct became dis­ 
pleasing to the authorities in Peking 
and he was called to the capital. His 
execution was a possibility, but he pre­ 
vented such a result by taking with 
him a bodyguard of 10,000 troops. He 
has served China since 1850, when he 
was appointed to correct the emperor’s 
writing and prepare the state history. 
Honor came to him during the Taiping 
rebellion, in which be displayed such 
ability that he was made governor of 
Thiang Sin province, with residence in 
Shanghai. He gradually arose until he 
became viceroy of Pe-ohi-li in 1870. 
Titles and offices were pressed upon 
him until he became the moat powerful 
of the emperor's subjects. He has beeu 
regarded as the leader of the progressive 
element in China, and through his in­ 
fluence largely the empire has been par­ 
tially opened to western civilization 
and advancement.—New York Herald.

Joseph Earle Stevens, an ex-resident 
of Manila, has written a book called 
“ Yesterdays In the Philippines,” pub­ 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons, which 
represents the life at Manila and about 
there more clearly than anything that 
has yet been printed on the subject. 
Mr. Stevens tells Americans who are 
going to Manila exactly what they most 
want to know. The following extracts 
are made from tho book by permission 
of the publishers: 
“ I spent my first night in Manila at 
the Spanish Hotel el Ordente, and it 
was here that I became acquainted with 
that peculiar institution, the Philippine 
bed. And to the newly arrived traveler 
its peculiar rig and construction make 
it command a good deal of interest if 
not respect. It is a four poster, with 
the posts extending high enough to sup­ 
port a light roof, from whose eaves 
hang copious folds of deep lace. The 
bed frame is strung tightly across with 
regular chair bottom cane, a pillow and 
a surrounding wall of mosquito netting 
that drops down from the roof and is 
tucked in under the matting. How to 
get into one of these cages was the first 
question that presented itself, and what 
to do with myself after I got in was the 
second. It took at least half an hour to 
make up my mind as to the proper mode 
of entrance, when I was for the first 
time alone with this Philippine curios 
ity, aud I couldn’t make out whether it 
was proper to get in through the roof or 
the bottom or the side. After finally 
pulling away the netting I found the 
bard cane bottom about as soft as the 
teak floor aud looked in vain for blan­ 
kets, sheets and mattresses. In fact, it 
seemed as if I had got into an unfur­ 
nished house, aud the more I thought 
about it the longer I staid awake. At 
last I cut my way out of the peculiar 
arrangement, dressed aud spent the de­ 
cidedly cool night in a long cane chair, 
preferring not to experiment further 
with the sleeping machine until I found

Li Hung Chang, who has bomi dis­ 
missed from power, was, among other 
things, a member of the tsung-li-yamen, 
or Chinese foreign office. 
It was re­ 
ported in London on Aug. 15 that the 
B ritish foreign office intended to de­ 
mand that the Chinese government dis­ 
miss him from power, on the ground 
that he was responsible for the recent 
anti-B ritish attitude of the Chinese for­ 
eign offien. 
This is not the first tim e Li Hung 
Chang has been dismissed from power 
He fell into disfavor in November, 
1895, because of Jap an ’s victories in 
the war, and was deprived of his yellow 
jacket and other decorations, as well as 
removed from the office of viceroy of 
the m etropolitan province of Chihli 
His disgrace was not of great deration, 
and 
he 
soon afterw ard represented 
China at the coronation of the czar of 
Russia, made a tour of Europe and vis­ 
ited the United States w hile on his way 
hack to China. 
His titles and offices 
were taken from him in 1870 because 
of supposed apathy in suppressing the 
Nieufei rebellion, but they were speedily 
restored by the young Em peror Tung 
che, who held him in high favor. 
Ad 
vancement to greater rank and station 
followed this disgrace. 
His life was believed to be in danger 
at one tim e during the Taiping rebel­ 
lion, which started in 1851 and lasted 
13 years. 
He was in command of the 
Chinese forces during the latter part of 
the conflict. 
His conduct became dis­ 
pleasing to the authorities in Peking 
and he was called to the capital. 
His 
execution w as a possibility, but he pre 
vented such a result by taking w ith 
him a bodyguard of 10,000 troops. 
He 
has served China since 1850, when he 
was appointed to correct the emperor’s 
w riting and prepare the state history. 
Honor came to him during the Taiping 
rebellion, in which be displayed such 
ability th at he was made governor of 
Thiang Sin province, w ith residence in 
Shanghai. 
He gradually aroee u n til he 
became viceroy of Pe-chi-li in 1870. 
Titles and offices were pressed upon 
him u n til he became the most powerful 
of the em peror’s subjects. 
He has been 
regarded as the leader of the progressive 
elem ent in China, and through his in­ 
fluence largely the empire has been par­ 
tially opened to western civilization 
and advancem ent.—New York Herald.

The '

in each one of which the triumph of the 
religion of Christ is assur m 
History 
corroborates prophecy: ("hi w and Chris­ 
tianity have triumphed in the past over 
satan, the grave, tremendous persecu­ 
tions, the heathen Roman empire, tho 
ignorance aud superstition of tho dark 
ages. 
It is conquering today material­ 
ism, rationalism and heathenism, wher­ 
ever found in the world. 
It went forth 
conquering and to conquer, and the day 
will come when its victory w ill be com­ 
plete, when “ at the name of Jesus every 
knee shall bow * * * and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord I” 
The topical reference suggests the tri­ 
umph of Christianity over various things 
in life. It is the record of Christ’s visit 
to Nazareth, where He stood up in the 
synagogue and read Isa. lxi, I, and de­ 
clared that in Him tills Scripture was 
fulfilled. The blessings and triumphs of 
the year of jubilee are thus typical of 
the blessings and triumphs of Christian­ 
ity. They suggest that— 
1. Christianity triumphs over all hu­ 
man conditions. “ He hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor. ” The 
poor specially were benefited in the year 
of jubilee. They received again the in­ 
heritances of their ancestors, but not at 
the expense of the owners.

It 
breaks down the human barriers that 
separate men, and rich and poor are one 
in Jesus Christ. 
2. Christianity triumphs over sor­ 
rows and heartaches. 
“ To heal the 
broken hearted.” 
How many hearts 
must have been broken in Israel by sep­ 
arations and losses of family inherit­ 
ances? But when the year of jubilee 
was ushered in loved ones were again 
united, losses were retrieved. 
Broken 
hearts w ert healed. This is the mission 
of Christianity, to heal the broken 
hearted, hearts broken by the sorrows 
which come from separations, adversi­ 
ties, tribulations and the results of sin. 
Christ came to heal broken hearts, and 
He does heal them today. 
3. Christianity triumphs over slav­ 
ery. “ To preach deliverance to the cap­ 
tives and recovering of the sight to the 
blind.” The captives in prisons were 
looked upon as blind. Slaves were freed 
in the year of jubilee. Christianity 
triumphs over slavery. It has abolished 
slavery throughout the civilized world 
and is giving men victory over slavish 
habits of sin and wickedness. 
Let us glory in such a trium phant re­ 
ligion. 
May the spirit of the Lord rest 
upon us and anoint us to proclaim these 
trium phant blessings to a needy world.

The blessings and triumphs of 
the year of jubilee are thus typical of 
the blessings and triumphs of Christian­ 
ity. They suggest that— 
1. Christianity triumphs over all ha 
man conditions. "He hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor. ” The 
poor specially were benefited in tho year 
of jubilee. They received again the in­ 
heritances of their ancestors, but not at 
the expense of the owners. They in 
reality had only leased them until the 
jubilee year. The poor have tho gospel 
preached to them. 
It is offered to and 
needed just as well by the rich. 
There 
is no caste system in Christianity. 
It 
breaks down the human barriers that 
separate men, and rich and poor are one 
in Jesus Christ. 
2. Christianity triumphs over sor­ 
rows and heartaches. 
"To heal the 
broken hearted.” 
How many hearts 
must have been broken in Israel by sep­ 
arations and losses of family inherit­ 
ances? But when the year of jubilee 
was ushered in loved ones were again 
united, losses were retrieved. 
Broken 
hearts wert healed. This is the mission 
of Christianity, to heal the broken 
hearted, hearts broken by the sorrows 
which come from separations, adversi­ 
ties, tribulations and the results of sin. 
Christ came to heal broken hearts, and 
He does heal them today. 
3. Christianity triumphs over slav­ 
ery. "To preach deliverance to the cap­ 
tives and recovering of the sight to the 
blind.” The captives in prisons were 
looked upon as blind. Slaves were freed 
in the year of jubilee. 
Christianity 
triumphs over slavery. It has abolished 
slavery throughout the civilized world 
and is giving men victory over slavish 
habits of sin and wickedness. 
Let us glory in such a triumphant re­ 
ligion. 
May the spirit of the Lord rest 
upon us and anoint us to proclaim these 
triumphant blessings to a needy world.

Katherine A. Tingley, founder and 
president of the International Brother­ 
hood league, which has camp headquar­ 
ters for the relief of sick soldiers at 
Montauk Point, arrived at Bridgeport 
the other night on a special transport 
with l l sick soldiers from the Brother­ 
hood league hospital and 45 patients 
from the general hospital at Montauk. 
The latter were removed through the 
intercession of Mrs. Tingley with Gen­ 
eral Wheeler, to whom she presented a 
telegram from Mayor Taylor of Bridge­ 
port offering to furnish a special trans­ 
port to bring them to Bridgeport. Mrs. 
Tingley, upon her arrival, transformed 
the local Brotherhood league headquar­ 
ters into a hospital, with accommoda­ 
tion for 26 of the most seriously ill, and 
placed it nuder the supervision of the 
mayor’s wife, who is a member of Mrs. 
Tingley’s organization. The others were 
sent to the City hospital, where prepa 
rations had been made for their recep­ 
tion. 
A letter received at the International 
Brotherhood league.headqnarters at 144 
Madison avenue, New York, from one 
of the nurses at Montauk tells a re­ 
markable story of heroism and sacrifice 
on the part of Mrs. Tingley. She estab­ 
lished the Brotherhood camp at Mon­ 
tauk at the time the first horror trans­ 
ports began arriving from Santiago, and 
so continuous was the stream of appli­ 
cants for relief that for four days Mrs. 
Tingley went without a wink of sleep. 
On the fifth day she slept five hours and 
has been continuously at work ever 
since. 
Mrs. E. C. Mayer, the head 
nurse, slept only ten hours during the 
five days.—New York Journal.

Lieutenant Colonel Hernandez, one 
of the most brilliant and capable officers 
of the Cuban army now in Havana un 
der commission from General Gcmez to 
study the situation in that city and get 
the opinions cif the most prominent Cu 
bans with regard to tho future of the 
army and the government, has written 
an interesting letter to Senor I. D. 
Poyo, one (if the Cuban delegates to tho 
United States. Colonel Hernandez says: 
"I liave recently arrived in Havana 
in company with Lieutenant Colonel 
Pinan de Vilegna upon an important 
mission from our commander in chief 
and have learned much that is impor­ 
tant for us to know. I have found that 
the Cubans, both in the army and civil 
life, are rejoicing in the prospects of 
peace and the promise of returning pros­ 
perity when the Spaniards shall have 
left our shores. They are happy and re­ 
joicing that Cuba is at last free. It is 
surprising to find that a large nam ber 
of those who once avowed sympathy 
with our enemies, or autonomists, are 
now inwardly rejoicing, aud in many 
instances outwardly, that Spain has 
lost her sovereignty in Cuba. 
The 
change has in many cases been com 
plete, and Cuba has no stronger or firm­ 
er friends now in Havana than many of 
those who were for a long time bitterly 
opposed to Cuba libre. 
"The change has been wonderful 
since tho opening of peace negotiations 
and was a complete surprise to me. 
These people are among the most influ­ 
ential in the city and will materially 
aid us in the formation of just laws and 
the reconstruction of the government. 
They are for peace. 
All have charged 
me to write to oui friends in America 
of their thanks for the aid and support 
W’hich those noble people of the great 
North American republic have rendered 
to us in bringing to a realization tho 
ideals of our grand Jose Marti. 
"More will ho expected of Cuba libre 
than Cuba slaves. 
Among the Span­ 
iards there is a growing feeling favora­ 
ble to Americans. 
Those Spaniards in 
Havana have learned of the kindly 
treatment which the Americans have 
given to their prisoners, how they have 
respected them and provided well for 
them, and it has created a good impres­ 
sion. Those who have heretofore refused 
to discuss the question of Cuban inde­ 
pendence and her future are now out­ 
spoken aud freely give their opinions. 
All of this is naturally helping our 
cause.”—Cor.

For the first time in history a citizen 
of the United States has an opportunity 
to try colonization in the tropics under 
his own flag. 
The nearest of the new lands to come 
nuder the domination of Uncle Sam is 
Porto Rico. There is only one direct 
line to this island, and that is from New 
York. 
Yon may go by either sailing 
vessel or steamer, as yon see fit and ac­ 
cording to the price you want to pay. 
First class passage to Porto Rico by 
steamship, occupying from 5>£ to 6 
days, is $80. Second cabin is $40, while 
the steerage is $30. The landing places 
are San Juan and Ponce. Each passen­ 
ger is permitted to carry 150 ponnds of 
baggage free. Freight charge on house­ 
hold goods is 16 cents percnbic foot If 
yon want to go by way of Havana, the 
expense is about the same. 
While it is true that we cannot say 
that Caba is a possession of the United 
States or about to become so, we are 
unquestionably going to have a great 
deal to do with the development of that 
country. It is true that Porto Rico is 
the nearest of our possessions to be, but 
if we consider Cuba, as it certainly will 
be, a great field for the emigrant from 
the United States the cost and methods 
of going there will be of interest. It 
takes just four days to go from New 
York to Havana, and the cost ie $37, 
$25 and $15, according to the quarters 
the passenger engages. There is no di­ 
rect line to Santiago, all passengers pro­ 
ceeding via Havana, the time occupied 
by the journey being seven days. Cost 
of passage is $65, $45 and $30. Vessels 
sail for Havana from all along the east­ 
ern Atlantic coast, and if the person 
going there is willing to submit to very 
plain fare and a certain amount of dis­ 
comfort he can make the passage at 
about one-third the rate given above 
provided he will take one of the little 
trading vessels. 
' The person who wishes to go to the 
Philippine islands will save time and 
money by going either across the con 
tinent by rail or via the Isthmus of 
Panama. In either case the fare will be 
$250 to the city of Manila. To reach 
Guam, the one island of the Ladrones 
where our government seeks to estab­ 
lish a coaling station, as routes of travel 
exist at present, one must either pay 
from $50 to $75 extra to induce the 
Manila steamer to stop there on its way 
out or else must stop at Hongkong and 
await an opportunity to take passage in 
a vessel going to Guam. 
Most Americans who go to Ponce 
I rent rooms and dine at some other 
place. In the suburbs, where houses are 
most easily obtainable, a good house 
costs from $25 to $30 a month. A suit 
of two rooms in the city, furnished, 
costs from $2 to $3 a week. If it is de­ 
sired to keep house, one must pay $7 a 
barrel for an inferior quality of flour. 
As for meat, poultry, eggs, etc., all are 
very plentiful and at about one-half the 
prices charged in the United States. As 
for clothing, almost every one wears 
linen snits, which cost $2.50 or $3 each. 
Naturally it is necessary to have a 
number of these, but the Porto Rico 
women will wash them for very little— 
so little that to the American it seems 
nothing at all. 
In Havana, Santiago and other Cuban 
cities the cost of living in hotels aver­ 
ages $2 a day. In American boarding 
houses the charge is from $80 to $40 a 
month. Outside the cities the cost of 
living is much less than in the United 
States. Potatoes are very cheap. Land 
is about the same price as in the United 
States. Flour is $7 a barrel. Beef with 
the bones in costs 12 oentB a pound; 
with the bones removed, 20 cents 
pound. All kinds of fish are plentiful 
and much cheaper than here. The milk 
is of very poor quality, and the Ameri­ 
can who wants to start a dairy farm 
will practically have the field for his 
own. American condensed milk costs 
25 cents a can. 
The native vegetables 
are much 
cheaper than in the United States, of a 
better quality and always in season. 
Rice costs from 8 to IO cents a pound. 
Enough sweet potatoes for a big family 
in the city can be bought for 5 cents, 
and in the country less than half that 
Fruits—those of the tropics—are very 
cheap. 
There is no scarcity of houses in Cuba, 
such as they are, and a very good one 
indeed can be secured for $12 a month. 
Linen is the principal clothing worn, 
and here a snit costs from $6 to $7. 
The material comes from France, Ger­ 
many and Belgium. Very little silk is 
seen and no heavy clothes at all. Shoes 
cost about the same as in the United 
States. Straw hats arecheaper aud very 
much bettor. The favorite materials for 
women’s dresses are lawn and percale, 
aud these cost from 25 cents to $1 a 
yard. Percale comes from the United 
States. 
A very good servant can be hired for 
$5 a month, the very best only receiv­ 
ing $15. The cost of living and the 
facts concerning the clothing worn in 
the Philippines are much the same as 
in Porto Rico, with the exception of 
fact that occasionally heavy cloth- 


EXPANDED BUSINESS. 


Dun'* R eview bay* Much More I* E vi­ 


d en tly B ein* D one Than In 
Past Year*. 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 17.—K. G . Dun A 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
Business is passing well through the 
difficulties that attend the winding up 
of a war, which are generally greater 
than those involved while war is in 
progress. 
The rush of orders kept back 
while war lasted, by those who thought 
it shrewd not to take any chances, has 
lifted prices a little aud caused a larger 
demand for the time than can continue, 
but though it has passed, there is ample 
evidence that the consuming demand is 
very large. 
The business of the country is ex­ 
panding so 
that payments through 
clearing houses in tne second week of 
September were 22.5 per cent larger 
than in 1892, and for two weeks 12 per 
cent larger. From these and railway 
returns and such trade reports as are 
instructive, it must be concluded that 
much more business is being done than 
in the best of past years, though not 
always with much profit. 
Wheat has come forward much more 
freely, aud the price has advanced 2 
cents 
The slight yielding in corn was due 
rather to the government report. 
With the starting of 19 furnaces, idle 
a mouth ago, partly not included as yet, 
the weekly output Sept. I was 213,043 
tons, agaiusfc,206,777 Aug. I, and the de­ 
crease in stocks 116,929 tons in two 
months indicates a consumption but lit­ 
tle below 1,000.000 tons per month. 
Structural work is the heaviest ever 
kuown at Pittsburg, though smaller 
than last year at New York. Bar mills 
are crowded with the general railway 
demand for automatic couplers and or 
dors for new cars, 800 for one road, and 
a large order for street cars in Japan, 
and plate mills are everywhere crowded. 
The demand for pipe is the largest for a 
long time and also for boiler tubes, and 
the sheet mills are crowded west of 
Philadelphia, while the foundry con 
sumption is heavy and the rail mills 
not yet ready to accept orders which 
they cannot deliver for months, being 
engaged far ahead. 
Woolen mills represent rather better 
orders, although much machinery is 
idle, those who have not old wool bid 
ding much below the current prices 
which are so far maintained that sales 
for two weeks have been only 6,635,300 
pounds, against 36,629,400 last year and 
17,015,100 in the same weeks of 1892. 
It is worthy of notice that 350,000 
pounds Australian wool was sold at 
Boston for shipment to Europe. 
Failures for the week have been 174 
in the United States against 204 last 
year, and 23 in Canada against 40 last 
year.

RELIEF FUND RAISED.

Indian H urricane—A 
N m ulier K illed. 


K in g s to n , Jamaica, Sept. 17.— T he 
hurricane of Sunday was undoubtedly 
one of the worst visitations of the kind 
experienced by the West Indies during 
the century, both in violence and ex­ 
tent. The hurricane swept along the 
island chain, from Barbados westward 
to St. Vincent and thence northwest to 
St. Kitts, where it was last heard from. 
Details received from St. Vincent 
show that oat of a population of 4^001-1 
300 were killed and 20,000 were injured 
and rendered homeless. 
Besides this, 
owing to the complete destruction of 
the provisions they were all starving. 
Relief funds are being raised in re­ 
sponse to an appeal from the governor 
of St. Vincent, where all descriptions 
of food and clothing and other neces­ 
saries were lost in the general destruc­ 
tion. 
There is demand for building 
materials.

For tho first time in history a citizen 
of tho United States has an opportunity 
to try colonization in the tropics under 
his own flag. 
Tho nearest of tho new lands to come 
uuder tho domination of Uncle Sam is 
Porto Rico. There is only one direct 
lino to this island, and that is from New 
York. 
You may go by either sailing 
vessel or steamer, as yon see fit and ac­ 
cording to the price you want to pay. 
First class passage to Porto Rico by 
steamship, occupying from 
to 6 
days, is $60. Second cabin is $40, while 
tho steerage is $30. The landing places 
are San Juan and Ponce. 
Each passen­ 
ger is permitted to carry 150 ponnds of 
baggage free. Freight charge on house­ 
hold goods is IO cents per cubic foot. If 
yon want to go by way of Havana, the 
expense is about the same. 
While it is true that we cannot say 
that Cuba is a possession of the United 
States or about to become so, we are 
nnqnestionably going to have a great 
deal to do with the development of that 
country. It is true that Porto Rico is 
the nearest of our possessions to be, but 
if we consider Cuba, as It certainly will 
be, a great field for the emigrant from 
the United States the cost and methods 
of going there will be of Interest. It 
takes just four days to go from New 
York to Havana, and the cost ie $37, 
$25 and $15, according to the quarters 
the passenger engages. There is no di­ 
rect line to Santiago, all passengers pro­ 
ceeding via Havana, the time occupied 
by tho journey being seven days. Cost 
of passage is $05, $45 and $30. Vessels 
sail for Havana from all along the east­ 
ern Atlantic coast, and if the person 
going there is willing to submit to very 
plain fare and a certain amount of dis­ 
comfort he can make the passage at 
about one-third the rate given above 
provided he will take one of the little 
trading vessels. 
* The person who wishes to go to the 
Philippine islands will save time and 
money by going either aerose the con­ 
tinent by rail or via the Isthmus of 
Panama. In either case the fare will be 
$250 to the city of Manila. To reach 
Guam, the one island of the Ladrones 
where our government seeks to estab­ 
lish a coaling station, as routes of travel 
exist at present, one must either pay 
from $50 to $75 extra to induce the 
Manila steamer to stop there on its way 
out or else must stop at Hongkong and 
await an opportunity to take passage in 
a vessel going to Guam. 
Most Americans who go to Ponce 
rent rooms and dine at some other 
place. In tho suburbs, where houses are 
most easily obtainable, a good house 
costs from $25 to $30 a month. A suit 
of two rooms in the city, furnished, 
costs from $2 to $3 a week. If it is de­ 
sired to keep house, one must pay $7 a 
barrel for ail inferior quality of flour. 
As for meat, poultry, eggs, etc., all are 
very plentiful and at about one-half the 
prices charged in the United States. As 
for clothing, almost every one wears 
linen suits, w hich cost $2.50 or $3 each. 
Naturally it is necessary to have a 
number of these, but the Porto Rico 
women will wash them for very little— 
so little that to the American it seems 
nothing at ail. 
Iii Havana, Santiago and other Cuban 
cities the cost of living in hotels aver­ 
ages $2 a day. In American boarding 
houses the charge is from $30 to $40 a 
month. Outside the cities the cost of 
living is much less than in the United 
States. Potatoes are very cheap. Land 
is about the same price as in the United 
States. Flour is $7 a barrel. Beef with 
the bones in costs 12 cents a pound; 
with the bones removed, 20 cents a 
pound. 
All kinds of fish are plentiful 
and much cheaper than here. The milk 
is of very poor quality, and the Ameri­ 
can who wants to start a dairy farm 
will practically have the field for his 
own. American condensed milk costs 
25 cents a can. 
The native vegetables 
are much 
cheaper than in the United States, of a 
better quality and always in season. 
Rice costs from 8 to IO cents a pound. 
Enough sweet potatoes for a big family 
in the city can be bought for 5 cents, 
and in the country less than half that. 
Fruits—those of the tropics—are very 
cheap. 
There is no scarcity of houses in Cuba, 
such as they are, and a vary good one 
indeed can be secured for $12 a month. 
Linen is the principal clothing worn, 
and here a suit costs from $6 to $7. 
The material comes from France, Ger­ 
many and Belgium. 
Very little silk is 
seen aud no heavy clothes at all. Shoes 
cost about the same as in the United 
States. Straw hats arecheapor aud very 
much better. The favorite materials for 
women’s dresses are lawn and percale, 
and these cost from 25 cents to $1 a 
yard. 
Percale comes from tho United 
States. 
A very good servant can be hired for 
$5 a month, the very best only receiv­ 
ing $lo. The cost of living and the 
facts concerning the clothing worn in 
the Philippines are much the same as 
in Porto Rico, with the exception of 
theiacft that occasionally heavy doth- 


EXPANDED BUSINESS. 


D un’# Review Says Much More In E vi­ 
dently Being; Bone Than In 
l ’a»t Yearn. 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 17.— K. G. Dun A 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in i#trt: 
Business is passing well through the 
difficulties that attend the winding up 
of a war, which are generally greater 
ttiau those involved while war is in 
progress. 
The rush of orders kept back 
while war lasted, by those who thought 
it shrewd not to take any chances, has 
lifted prices a little and caused a larger 
demand for the time than can continue, 
but though it has passed, there is ample 
evidence that the consuming demand is 
v» ry large. 
The business of tho country is ex­ 
panding so 
that payments through 
clearing houses in toe second week of 
September were 22.5 per cent larger 
than iu 1892, und for two weeks 12 per 
cent larger. From these and railway 
returns and such trade reports as are 
instructive, it must be concluded that 
much more business is being done than 
in the best of past years, though not 
always with much profit. 
Wheat has come forward much more 
freely, aud the price has advanced 2 
cents 
The slight yielding in corn was due 
rather to the government report. 
With the starting of 19 furnaces, idle 
a mouth ago, partly not included as yet, 
the weekly output Sept. I was 213,043 
tons, against.206,777 Aug. I, and the de­ 
crease in stocks 116,929 tons in two 
months indicates a consumption but lit­ 
tle below 1,000,000 tons per month. 
Structural work is the heaviest ever 
known at Pittsburg, though smaller 
than last year at New York. Bar mills 
are crowded with the general railway 
demand for automatic couplers and or­ 
ders for new cars, 800 for one road, and 
a large order for street oars in Japan, 
and plate mills are everywhere crowded. 
The demand for pipe is the largest for a 
long time and also for boiler tubes, and 
the sheet mills are crowded west of 
Philadelphia, while the foundry con­ 
sumption is heavy and the rail mills 
not yet ready to accept orders which 
they cannot deliver for months, being 
engaged far ahead. 
Woolen mills represent rather better 
orders, although much machinery is 
idle, those who have not old wool bid­ 
ding much below the current prices, 
which are so far maintained that sales 
for two weeks have been only 6,635,SCX) 
pounds, against 36,629,400 last year and 
17,015,100 in the same woeks of 1892. 
It is worthy of notice that 350,000 
ponnds Australian wool was sold at 
Bostou for shipment to Europe. 
Failures for the week have been 174 
in the United States against 204 last 
year, and 23 in Canada against 40 last 
year.

Columbus, Sept. 17.—Brigadier G en­ 
eral J. T. Haskell, U. S. A ., dropped 
dead at the barracks yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The excitem ent of the day, in ­ 
cident to the return of the Seventeenth 
infantry, brought on heart failure. 
Yesterday m orning the Seventeenth 
regiment returned home and General 
Haskell w ent to the depot in a carriage 
to welcome his gallant men. 
He rode 
at the head of the regim ent, and the 
cheers of the im m ense crowds were di­ 
rected alm ost as much to him individu­ 
ally as to the regim ent. 
A t the re­ 
v ie w in g stand the crowd surrounded 
the carriage and flowers were fairly 
showered into the vehicle. 
Although not as strong as form erly, 
General Haskell appeared rugged, and 
his sudden death w as a terrible shock. 
About 1:30 p. rn. Captain Clay called at 
G e n e r a l H askell’s residence to pay his 
respects. 
They had been . engaged in 
conversation about five m inutes when 
General Haskell suddenly started to his 
feet, clasping his hands to his head, 
then fell to the floor. Mrs. H askell was 
prostrated by her husband’s death. Two 
sons survive him. 
W hen Colonel Poland was appointed 
Brigadier General at the outbreak of 
the war General H askell as lieutenant 
colonel assum ed command of the Sev­ 
enteenth U nited States infantry and 
led that regim ent in the battle of El 
Caney, in w hich he distinguished him ­ 
self for bravery. 
He led the regim ent 
through the succession of barbed wire 
fences that surrounded the blockhouses 
at El Caney until he was shot. 
First a 
bullet struck his right shoe, grazing his 
heel. 
Then he w as shot in the left 
shoulder. 
Then he received a bullet in 
his knee. 
General Haskell lay the re­ 
m ainder of the day on the firing line, 
such attention being given to his wounds 
as the improvised hospital service pro­ 
vided. 
Fur his bravery at El Caney. 
Colonel Haskell was recently promoted 
to brigadier general.

army in southern stations for winter 
camps and preparatory to the military 
occupation of Uuba and Porto Rico. 
About 70,000 troops are now' located in 
the south and orders w ill be issued 
and others have been issued sending 
more south. 
The major part of the army thus as­ 
sembled is destined for service in Cuba, 
w ith a much smaller force for Porto 
Rico aud a reserve in the winter c a m p s. 
It is not the intention,“however, to send 
the army of occupation to Uuba until 
after the unhealthy season has passed 
and m eanw hile the troops are intended 
to be put in the best possible condition. 
On account of the desire of the war 
department that no chances shall be 
taken in the way of exposure of the 
troops to the dangers of the unhealthy 
season no im patience is felt on account 
of the rather slow progress of the work 
of the com mission of evacuation at H a­ 
vana. 
Great satisfaction is expressed 
at the progress being made in Porto 
Rico, and the evacuation is expected 
to occur speedily; but in connection 
w ith the occupation of Porto Rico the 
same anxiety as to the health of the 
army is felt, nor are there similar diffi­ 
culties in connection w ith establishing 
the governm ent, Porto Rico becoming 
at once a part of the territory of the 
United States. 
In assem bling and orgam zing the 
army for the occupation of Uuba the 
cousideration of possible trouble w ith 
the organised insurgents is not being 
taken into serious account. 
The Ha­ 
vana dispatches stating that there has 
developed a strong sentim ent in favor 
of independence and opposition to an­ 
nexation, coupled w ith hostility toward 
the U nited blat es, is read with rather 
an air of am usem ent by officials of the 
adm inistration, who suggest that it is 
absurd to give as a reason for hostility 
on the part of Cubans toward the United 
States that the Cubans are in favor oi 
entire independence. 
The purpose ot 
the Cubans to establish a stable inde­ 
pendent form of governm ent is strictly 
in accordance w ith the terms of the 
president's proclama iou, aud, therefore, 
furnishes no reason tor a feeling ot 
hostility.

R ussia’s proposal that there shall be 
a general disarm am ent of European na­ 
tions for the reasons that the m ainte­ 
nance of armed forces is becoming a se­ 
rious economic m atter and that it does 
not secure the end desired was read the 
other day w ith m uch interest in the 
state, w ar and navy building, Washing'- 
ton. 
W hatever may be the result of the 
conference, should one be held and any­ 
thing substantial eventuate therefrom, 
it is felt th at it w ill not affect the 
U nited States in an appreciable degree 
or extent. 
A prom inent officer of the 
adm inistration who has had a long ac­ 
quaintance w ith the international rela­ 
tions of the United States, speaking of 
the report, said: 
“ W hile the subject of reducing or 
abandoning altogether the arm am ents 
of the powers of Europe has been dis­ 
c a se d from tim e to tim e w ithin the 
past half century, this is the first tangi­ 
ble, responsible proposition th at has 
been made to the world, and as such, of 
course, w ill attract wide attention aud 
discussion. 
So far as I know, our gov­ 
ernm ent has had absolutely no previous 
intim ation on the subject, and, judging 
from the comments of the European 
press th at have been given to the pub­ 
lic, it is as much of a surprise there as 
here. There is no use or benefit in spec­ 
ulating upon w hat the conference w ill 
do; th at is too remote and uncertain 
yet. ” 
“ W hat do you think is the origin of 
the proposal?” 
'In the absence of any inform ation 
on the subject, th at question, too, is 
subject only to speculation. 
But, veil 
turing an opinion, I should say that it 
was due to R ussia’s fear that complica­ 
tions in the far east are likely to lead 
to th at outbreak of hostilities &hich has 
been looked for ever since the dose of 
the Franco Prussian w ar and th at she 
is not in fit condition to go into that 
conflict. 
W hatever its origin may be, 
you can rest assured that its object is 
for the benefit of R ussia.” 
According to common report, R us­ 
sia has for several years been improv­ 
ing her finances. 
Is she not yet iii con­ 
dition to enable her to en tiff upon a 
war if necessary?” 
“ Nobody outside know s,” the officer 
replied, “ just w hat the financial con 
dition of Russia is. 
T hat inform ation 
is kept scrupulously w ithin the know l­ 
edge of her own offioera 
“ My belief is that she is burdened 
w ith a debt hopelessly beyond her pres- 


nangers on sent over irom spain to get 
their living out of the Cubans. 
“ W ith decent treatm ent, fair govern­ 
ment and honest, dealing Cuba and Por­ 
to Rico ought to be worth #50,000,000 
a year to this country, and there are the 
Philippines, about which I say nothing, 
Tor their future relation to the United 
states has not yet been defined.

B ish o p o f P h ila d e lp h ia M ay B e 
C anonized. 
The Very Rev. Joseph Wessel of the 
Order of the Redem ptorists is on bis 
way to Rome w ith documents intended 
to prove th at the virtues aud religious 
zeal of the late John Nepomucene N eu­ 
mann, bishop of Philadelphia, make 
him worthy of canonization. 
If the 
good bishop be canonized, he w ill be 
the only N orth American saint on the 
calendar. 
The only American saint is 
St. Rose of Lima, who died in 1617 in 
Peru. 
Bishop Neumann was bom in Boho 
m ia In 1811. 
He came to New York in 
1866 aud was ordained a priest by Bish 
op Dubois. He did mission work among 
the Indians, joined the congregation of 
the Most Holy Redeemer (as the Re- 
dem ptorist order is designated), and in 
1852 was made bishop of Philadelphia. 
He died in 1860. 
His religious work 
was chiefly among children, and it is 
said he was so untiring in his labors 
that frequently be would not go to bed, 
but slept for aw hile in a chair. 
Two years ago the church sanctioned 
an inquiry into the life of Bishop Nen 
rn a un, the first step in the process of 
canonization, which is slow. 
Father 
Weasel was then made postulant of the 
canso, and he has examined witnesses 
and laid evidence of Bishop N enm aun’s 
sanctity before the court of inquiry 
which has held its sessions in Philadel­ 
phia. 
Archbishop Ryan presided over 
the court, which was made up of priests 
known as judges and promoters of the 
faith, who, as the representatives of the 
holy see, were addressed as most illus­ 
trious and most reverend. 
This testimony, properly indorsed and 
authenticated, Father Wessel takes to 
Roiqe, where he w ill lay it before the 
coart that has the power to add names 
to the gulendar of saints. 
It m ay be 
years before this very deliberate court 
makes its decision concerning Bishop 
Neumann. 
And before he w ill be ele­ 
vated to sainthood it w ill be necessary 
to prove th at he worked at least two 
m iracles.—New York World.

Mr. Ferris was also on board the 
steamboat Etony, which was blown up 
in New York bay and m any passengers 
killed. 
He was blown into the w ater 
and saved two women from drowning. 
F en is was active in his old age, rising 
every m orning at 5 o’clock and walking 
at least five miles befoie breakfast. 
He 
never wore an overcoat or gloves. 
He leaves an estate valued at nearly

Seeing there was no chance of them 
ever being called out, 
when Lienten 
ant Anderson came to the city from 
Camp Alger for new recruits, he was 
among the first to apply and was again 
enlisted and assigned to Company K, of 
Alliance. 
He was taken ill while coming to this 
country on board the Mohawk, and was 
sent at once to the detention hospital 
where he remained until the time of his 
death. 
His sister was with him when 
he died. 
Private Carnahan was 
very 
well 
known in the city, and was universally 
liked. 
He was a

favorite 
with the members of his company, and 
his death will cause a gloom in the en­ 
tire company. For several years he was 
a member of the Junior Rechabites and 
was a sober, industrious young man.

This instrument was also used in tin 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo 
tub Siculus twice refers to it (i., 84, 2. 
v., 87, 8). 
A ( uriuus modi I of such an 
instrument, probably ot the late Ptole­ 
maic period, has been found in lower 
Egypt. 
It consists of a terra cotta cyl­ 
inder with a screw inside it IO inches 
long aud 4 ': inches in diameter. Near 
the center of the outside is a band with 
crosspieces 
These may represent foot 
holds and suggest that the machine 
was worked after the manner of the 
treadmill, 
i^uch screws were probably 
made of wood. No other example of 
this screw seems to have come to light.

Li Hung (’hang, who has been dis­ 
missed from power, was, among other 
things, a member of th*' teeing-Ii-yamen, 
or Chinese foreign office. 
It was re­ 
ported in London on Aug. 15 that tile 
British foreign office intended to de­ 
mand that the Chinese government dis­ 
miss him from power, on the ground 
that he was responsible for the recent 
anti-British attitude of the Chinese for­ 
eign office. 
This is not the first time Li Hung 
Chang has been dismissed from power 
He fell into disfavor in November, 
1895, because of Japan’s victories in 
the war, and was deprived of his yellow 
jacket and other decorations, as well as 
removed from the office of viceroy of 
the metropolitan province of Chihli 
His disgrace was not of great duration, 
and 
he 
soon afterward represented 
China at the coronation of the czar of 
Russia, made a tour of Europe and vis­ 
ited the United States while on his way 
back to China. His titles and offices 
were taken from him in 1870 because 
of supposed apathy in suppressing the 
Nieufei rebellion, but they were speedily 
restored by the young Emperor Tung- 
che, who held him in high favor. 
Ad­ 
vancement to greater rank and station 
followed this disgrace. 
His life was believed to be in danger 
at one time during the Taiping rebel­ 
lion, which started in 1851 and lasted 
13 years. He was in command of the 
Chinese forces during the latter part of 
the conflict. 
His conduct became dis­ 
pleasing to the authorities in Peking 
and he was called to the capital. 
His 
execution was a possibility, but he pre­ 
vented such a result by taking with 
him a bodyguard of 10,000 troops. 
He 
has served China since 1850, when he 
was appointed to correct the emperor’s 
writing and prepare the state history. 
Honor came to him during the Taiping 
rebellion, in which he displayed such 
ability that he was made governor of 
Thiang Sin province, with residence in 
Shanghai. 
He gradually arose until he 
became viceroy of Pe-chi-li in 1870. 
Titles and offices were pressed upon 
him until he became the most powerful 
of the emperor’s subjects. He has been 
regarded as the leader of the progressive 
element in China, and through his in­ 
fluence largely the empire has been par­ 
tially opened to western civilization 
aud advancement.—New York Herald.

Surrounded by Netting and Hard am 
a Teak Floor. 
Joseph Earle Stevens, an ex-resident 
of Manila, has written a book called 
“ Yesterdays In the Philippines,” pub­ 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons, which 
represents the life at Manila and about 
there more clearly than anything that 
haN yet been printed on the subject. 
Mr. Stevens tells Americans who are 
going to Manila exactly what they most 
want to know. 
The following extracts 
are made from tho book by permission 
of the publishers: 
“ I spent my first night in Manila at 
the Spanish Hotel el Ordente, and it 
was here that I became acquainted with 
that peculiar institution, the Philippine 
bed. And to the newly arrived traveler 
its peculiar rig aud construction make 
it command a good deal of interest if 
not respect. 
It is a four poster, with 
the posts extending high enough to sup­ 
port a light roof, from whose eaves 
hang copious folds of deep lace. The 
bed frame is strung tightly across with 
regular chair bottom cane, a pillow aud 
a surrounding wall of mosquito netting 
that drops down from the roof aud is 
tucked in under the matting. 
How to 
get into one of these cages was the first 
question that presented itself, aud what 
to do with myself after I got in was the 
second. It took at least half an hour to 
make up my mind as to the proper mode 
of entrance, when I was for the first 
time alone with this Philippine curios 
ity, aud I couldn't make out whether it 
was proper to get in through the roof or 
the bottom OI the side. 
After finally 
pulling away the netting I found the 
hard cane bottom about aa soft as the 
teak floor and looked in vain for blan­ 
kets, sheets aud mattresses. 
In faut, it 
seemed as if I had got into an unfur­ 
nished house, aud the more I thought 
about it the longer I staid awake. 
At 
last I cut my way out of the peculiar 
arrangement, dressed aud spent the de­ 
cidedly cool night in a long cane chair, 
preferring not to experiment further 
with the sleeping machine until I found 
out 
how 
it worked.” —-Washington

C hristianity is a trium phant religion, 
ts trium ph is prophesied in the Scrip­ 
tures. in tile vision of Daniel the stone 
that represented the kingdom i f God 
destroyed the other kingdoms. 
The 
book of Revelation is a series of visions 
in each one of which tile trium ph of the 
religion of Christ is assur ga 
History 
corroborates prophecy ; Chi tat and Chris­ 
tianity have trium phed in the past over 
satan, the grave, tremendous persecu­ 
tions, the heathen Roman empire, the 
ignorance and superstition of tho dark 
ages. 
It is conquering today m aterial­ 
ism, rationalism and heathenism, wher­ 
ever found in the world. 
It went forth 
conquering and to conquer, and the day 
w ill come when its victory w ill be com­ 
plete, when “ at the name of Jesus every 
knee shall bow’ * * * and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord I” 
Tho topical reference suggests the tri­ 
umph of Christianity over various things 
in life. It is the record of Christ’s visit 
to Nazareth, where He stood up in the 
synagogue and read Isa. lxi, I, and de­ 
clared that in Him this Scripture was 
fulfilled.

“ To heal tho

How many hearts 
must have been broken in Israel by sep­ 
arations and losses of family inherit­ 
ances? But when the year of jubilee 
was ushered in loved ones were again 
united, losses were retrieved. 
Broken 
hearts were healed. This is the mission 
of Christianity, to heal the broken 
hearted, hearts broken by the sorrows 
which come from separations, adversi 
ties, tribulations and the results of sin. 
Christ came to heal broken hearts, and 
He does heal them today. 
8. Christianity trinmphs over slav­ 
ery. “ To preach deliverance to the cap 
tives and recovering of the sight to the 
blind.” 
The captives in prisons were 
looked upon as blind. Slaves were freed 
in the year of jubilee. 
Christianity 
triumphs over slavery. It has abolished 
slavery throughout the civilized world 
and is giving men victory over slavish 
habits of sin and wickedness. 
Let us glory in such a triumphant re 
ligion. 
May the spirit of the Lord rest 
upon us and anoint us to proclaim these 
triumphant blessings to a needy world

days, is $60. Second cabin is $40, while 
the steerage is $30. The landing places 
are San Juan and Ponce. 
Each passen­ 
ger is permitted to carry 150 pounds of 
baggage free. Freight charge on house­ 
hold goods is 16 cents per cubic foot. If 
yon want to go by way of Havana, the 
expense is about the same. 
W hile it is true that we cannot say 
that Cuba is a possession of the United 
States or about to become bo, we are 
unquestionably going to have a great 
deal to do with the development of that 
conntry. 
It is true that Porto Rico is 
the nearest of our possessions to be, but 
if we consider Cuba, as it certainly w ill 
be, a great field for the emigrant from 
the United States tho cost and methods 
of going there w ill be of Interest. 
It 
takes just four days to go from New 
York to Havana, and the cost is $37, 
$25 and $15, according to the quarters 
the passenger engages. There is no di­ 
rect line to Santiago, all passengers pro­ 
ceeding via Havana, the time occupied 
by the journey being seven days. 
Cost 
of passage is $65, $15 and $30. Vessels 
sail for Havana from all along the east­ 
ern Atlantic coast, and if the person 
going there is w illing to submit to very 
plain fare and a certain amount of dis­ 
comfort be can make the passage at 
about one-third the rato given above 
provided he w ill take one of the little 
trading vessels. 
' The person who wishes to go to the 
Philippine islands w ill save time and 
money by going either across the con­ 
tinent by rail or via the Isthmus of 
Panama. In either case the fare w ill be 
$250 to the city of Manila. 
To reach 
Guam, the one island of the Ladrones 
where our government seeks to estab­ 
lish a coaling station, as routes of travel 
exist at present, one must either pay 
from $50 to $75 extra to iuduce the 
M anila steam er to stop there on its way 
out or elso m ust stop at Hongkong and 
uw ait an opportunity to take passage in 
a vessel going to Guam. 
Most Am ericans who go to Ponce 
rent rooms and dine at some other 
place. In tho suburbs, whero houses are 
most easily obtainable, a good house 
costs from $25 to $30 a month. 
A suit 
of two rooms in the city, furnished, 
costs from $2 to $3 a week. 
If it is de­ 
sired to keep house, one must pay $7 a 
burrel for un inferior quality of flour. 
As for meat, poultry, eggs, etc., all are 
very plentiful aud at about one-half the 
prices charged in the United States. As 
for clothing, almost every one wears 
linen suits, which ooat $2.50 or $3 each. 
Naturally it is necessary to have a 
number of these, but the Porto Rico 
women w ill wash thorn for very little— 
so little that to the American it seems 
nothing at all. 
In Havana, Santiago aud other Cuban 
cities the cost of living in hotels aver­ 
ages $2 a clay.

N e w Y o r k , Sept. 17.—K. G. Dun A 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
Business is passing well through the 
difficulties th at attend the w inding up 
of a war, whicli are generally greater 
than those involved while w ar is in 
progress. 
The rush of orders keDt back 
while war lasted, by those who thought 
it shrewd not to take any chances, has 
lifted prices a little and caused a larger 
dem and for the tim e than can continue, 
but though it has passed, there is ample 
evidence th at the consum ing dem and is 
very large. 
The business of tno country is ex­ 
panding so

through
